REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


At the close of the last school report, an article had been in- 
serted in the warrant for an annual town meeting, for the pur- 
pose of accepting the act of our legislature “enabling towns to 
abolish school districts in certain cases.” In order that the 
voters of our town might act on the question intelligently and 
wisely, the provisions of the act were printed with the report, 
and an abstract of the benefits which might reasonably be ex- 
pected to accrue from its adoption. By a vete of the town the 
article was dismissed. Your Committee, having given this sub- 
ject a careful consideration by examining the reports of School 
Committees in this and other States, where the district system 
has been abolished, and the schools placed in charge of a town 
committee; and having ascertained that the town system is ad- 
vocated by nearly all our best educators, and has the unqualified 
approval of four-fifths of the Superintending Committees of our 
State, and having had a limited experience himself in teaching 
in a city where the schools were so managed; is of the opinion 
that the act of the town, to say the least, was hasty and injudi- 
cious. Would it not be well for the voters of this town to re- 
consider this subject, and investigate carefully the results in 
those towns where the district system has been abandoned and 
the town adopted in its stead, and if after such investigation it 
appears that the old town system, which was the only one 
known previous to the year 1827, has advantages over the com- 
paratively new or district’ system, no time should be lost in 
adopting this act. Perhaps it would be well for the town to

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elect a Committee to thoroughly examine this matter and report 
at some future meeting. 

The union of districts Nos. 1 and 8, and the formation of 
a graded school has for a long time been advocated by the 
School Committee of this town. The advantages of such 
union has again and again been presented to the voters of these 
districts, until every one of ordinary intelligence ought to fully 
understand and appreciate the necessity of such union. Articles 
will be inserted in the respective warrants for the annual meet- 
ing of these districts, for the purpose of effecting such a union. 
Parents, and all those interested in the improvement of our 
schools, are earnestly requested to attend. For the preseut there 
will be no necessity for any increase of expenditures, simice one 
school-room can be occupied for the primary, the other for the 
grammar school. The objection of those who reside farthest 
from the center, to a slight increase of distance, is of very little 
consequence compared to the advantages of a graded school. 
By an examination of our school registers, it will be seen that 
those who live farthest from the school-room have the small- 
est number of marks for tardiness, and a majority of those who 
haye not been tardy, dismissed or absent one-half day are found 
among that class who reside the farthest from the school house. 

By the will of the late Daniel W. Ladd, Esq., a certain sum . 
of money was placed in the hands of a board of trustees, 
named by him, for the purpose of establishing or founding an 
academy in this town. The sum is inadequate to erect a suita- 
ble building and maintain a school. Would it not be for the 
interest of the town to erect a building and furnish a room or 
rooms adapted to that purpose? By adopting some one of the 
provisions of our Statutes, it could legally be done, and by an 
act passed by our Legislature, last June, the town or any dis- 
trict, or union of two or more districts in the town, could by a 
two thirds vote, appropriate a certain portion of their school 
money, and elect a committee to make some arrangements with 
these trustees, whereby the income of that fund could be made 
available to support one or more terms of school for the larger 
or more advanced scholars of the town or district. For the

want of better educational facilities, our town has lost some of 
its best and most enterprising citizens, and it can ill afford to 
pursue longer such a suicidal. policy. A good high school or 
academy would enhance the value of your farms and property 
of every description, and be a standing inducement for the bet- 
ter class of citizens to move into town and take up their resi- 
dence with us. 

It is a very pleasant duty to announce the fact that a new 
school-house has been built during the past year in District No. 
4. Fora long time the good citizens of this district were con- 
tented to occupy, against the remonstrances of School Com- 
mittees, teachers, and their own better judgments, a room totally 
unfit for the purpose. At last, thanks to the civil engineer of 
the Nashua and Rochester Railroad, that road was made to pass 
very near the old school-house, and the grading of the road 
necessitated a deep excavation nearly in front. The good 
people, after one year’s trial, began to think the way to knowl- 
edge for their children was a little too steep, and this cause, 
coupled with a pretty fair contribution levied upon the road for 
damages, enabled them to erect a very neat and commodious 
building. It ought to be furnished with an ample supply of 
blackboards, a clock, a thermometer, a globe, outline maps, and 
a copy of Webster's Unabridged Dictionary, for the use of both 
teachers and scholars. 

If District No. 2, with its six or seven scholars, is to continue 
as a district, its enterprising citizens ought to furnish without 
delay a better school-room. It would be far better for this dis- 
trict to be united with some other. 

The character of your schools depends very much upon your 
Prudential committees. No one should be elected to that office, — 
- who is not interested in the success of your schools, and who 
does not fully appreciate the responsibilities of the office. 
Under the present mixed system of managing schools, he 
employs the teacher, and whether you have a good or bad one 
depends almost entirely upon him. It is true, the Superintend. 
ent examines the teacher’s qualifications, and has the right to 
reject him or her if not found qualified, but it is very difficult, 
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almost impossible, to discover what one’s aptitude is for impart- 
ing instruction and governing a school without trial. Literary 
qualifications, although indispensable, are not all that is required 
for a successful teacher. The best, those of experience and 
undoubted ability, should always be preferred, and their services 
secured early, for such are usually the first engaged. During 
the past year a number of first-class teachers were employed, 
consequently there were some very good schools. 

The attention of committees is again called to that pro- 
vision of our General Statutes which requires teachers to return 
to the Superintendent the register, properly kept and filled out, 
before they are entitled to recelve payment for their services. 
It is some trouble every year to go in quest of school registers, 
and then find them incorrectly kept and not available for mak- 
ing correct returns to the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
until they are rectified and amended. A compliance with the 
law should be required of both teachers and committees. 

A large number of those who teach, perhaps a majority, are 
poorly or indifferently qualified. A few only make teaching 
their business; with most it is only a temporary employment, 
and so long as this custom prevails, there will necessarily be 
poor teachers. For several years past, it has been the usage in 
this town to examine those who propose to teach by a series of 
written er printed questions, requiring the applicant to write out 
the answers in’ full, and if twenty-five per cent. are incorrect, 
such applicant has been rejected. If our schools are to be im- 
proved, the standard of qualification must be raised still higher, 
and it ought to be distinctly understood that the examination of 
teachers in this town will be no farce, and there will be no hesi- 
tation in rejecting those, no matter how many schools they have 
| taught previously, whose qualifications do not reach a certain 
definite standard. 2 

By an examination of the statistical table, it will be seen that 
in many districts the attendance of scholars has been, as former- 
ly, somewhat irregular, plainly indicating the apathy and indif- 
ference of parents. Our schools are short, the town appropria- 
ting only the amount of money for their support, which the law 
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imperatively requires; and many of your children, perhaps most 
of them, will have no other opportunity of acquiring an educa- 


tion than what they afford. Why not send them regularly ?
